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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


The  theme  of  this  year  book  is  photography,  which  has  been  defined  as  the  art 
of  making  pictures  by  the  action  of  light  on  surfaces  coated  with  certain  chemicals. 
It  is  a  remarkable  illustration  of  man's  inventive  genius.  If  conditions  are  good  and 
the  practitioner  skillful,  the  results  are  a  source  of  permanent  gratification. 

Education  resembles  photography  in  that  it  also  is  a  process  by  which  impres- 
sions are  recorded — recorded  on  the  human  soul  through  the  alchemy  of  instruction 
and  experience. 

How  essential  it  is  that  the  process  of  education  like  the  art  of  photography  be 
performed  only  by  those  who  have  been  adequately  trained  in  technique;  how  equally 
important  that  the  objects  of  their  efforts  be  properly  sensitized  to  reaction. 

The  maladjustment  in  the  world  today  is  not  entirely  traceable  to  economic  causes. 
Lack  of  education,  improper  emphasis  on  certain  educational  processes,  superficial 
presentation  of  class  room  material,  false  indoctrination,  and  unintelligent  response 
to  direction  and  suggestion  have  contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the  present  dis- 
torted panorama  of  civilization. 

The  world  moves  on  in  bewildering  cycles.  It  is  impossible  to  predict  in  one  gener- 
ation the  character  of  the  next.  We  have  seen  through  the  pages  of  history  so  many 
forms  of  human  society,  so  many  types  of  human  government,  so  many  conceptions  of 
religion.  They  have  come  and  gone  with  the  passing  years.  But  as  we  view  them  retro- 
spectively, the  inexorable  truth  is  forced  upon  us  that  in  the  end  only  the  immutable 
things  remain. 

It  is  these  immutable  things  which  education  should  stress  and  make  attractive. 
Just  as  the  photograph  reveals  the  actual  likeness  of  the  subject,  so  should  education 
impart  to  eager  minds  the  realities  of  life.  Just  as  the  photographer  eradicates  such 
imperfections  as  may  render  the  picture  unpleasing  to  the  eye,  so  should  the  educa- 
tor remove  from  his  mass  of  material  whatever  is  dross  or  useless. 

Experimentation  in  the  training  of  youth  has  been  too  frequently  a  synonym  for 
fol-de-rol,  and  many  of  the  criticisms  which  have  been  leveled  against  it  have  been 
more  than  justified.  The  trial  and  error  method  has  been  too  liberally  applied.  The 
innocent  victims  are  those  least  able  to  discriminate  amid  a  confusion  of  ideas. 

It  has  been  said  many  times  that  the  strongest  bulwark  which  can  possibly  be 
presented  against  subversive  propaganda  is  a  properly  trained  citizenry.  This  presumes, 
as  far  as  the  class  room  is  concerned,  sound  material,  capable  instruction,  and  ade- 
quate response.  Let  us  exert  our  energies  toward  the  attainment  of  these  objectives. 
There  can  never  be  a  perfect  citizen  just  as  there  can  never  be  a  flav/less  photograph. 
But  both  are  ideals  toward  which  we  should  strive  now  and  for  all  time.

HORACE  MANN  TRAINING  SCHOOL 
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A  CENTURY  OF  PROGRESS  AND  A  CENTURY  OF 
DECLINE  OR  TWO  CENTURIES  OF  PROGRESS  —  WHICH? 


Massachusetts  has  always  been  considered  one  of  the  leading  states,  in  all  meas- 
ures reflecting  intelligence,  leadership,  economic  efficiency,  and  relative  freedom  from 
crime.  Indeed,  in  a  survey  made  by  William  C.  Bagley  in  which  ten  measures  of  this 
kind  were  combined,  Massachusetts  ranked  first.  No  doubt  this  is  the  result  of  her  fine 
system  of  education.  Although  she  has  the  second  largest  immigration  handicap  of  any 
state,  her  public  schools  have  turned  this  into  an  asset.  What  is  it  that  makes  these 
public  schools  so  fine?  It  is  in  part  due  to  our  teachers  colleges. 

The  establishment  or  public  normal  schools  is  one  of  the  things  in  which  Massa- 
chusetts was  first — first  in  America.  The  movement  started  about  1824  when  James 
Carter  of  Lancaster  and  the  Reverend  Charles  Brooks  of  Hingham  began  to  publish 
articles  asking  for  better  teachers. 

Although  the' Boston  Latin  School  had  been  established  in  1635  in  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony,  presumably  to  educate  young  men  to  become  ministers  and  teachers, 
there  had  never  been  any  real  teacher  training.  Would-be  teachers  learned  their  sub- 
ject matter  and  caught  their  pedagogy  from  their  teachers.  Often  teachers  of  the  ele- 
mentary school  had  no  education  above  high  school,  and  sometimes  not  even  that. 
As  Professor  Francis  Bowen  of  Harvard  said  in  1850:  "The  common  school  system  of 
New  England  (in  the  early  I830's)  had  degenerated  into  routine  and  was  starved  by 
parsimony.  Any  hovel  would  answer  for  a  schoolhouse,  any  primer  would  do  for  a 
textbook,  and  any  farmer's  apprentice  was  competent  to  keep  school." 

It  was  because  of  such  conditions  as  these,  that  Carter  and  Brooks  were  protest- 
ing. In  1837,  a  Board  of  Education  was  established  with  Horace  Mann  as  Secretary. 
Mann,  together  with  Carter  and  Brooks,  was  successful  in  persuading  the  state  of 
Massachusetts  to  duplicate  the  offer  of  $10,000,  which  Edmund  Dwight,  a  Boston 
merchant,  agreed  to  donate  for  the  establishment  of  teacher-training  institutions; 
consequently,  the  Board  of  Education  voted  to  establish  three  schools  as  follows: 

!.    Lexington  (now  Framingham),  July  3,  1839 

2.  Barre  (now  Westfield),  September  14,  1839 

3.  Bridgewater,  September  9,  1840 

The  diary  of  Cyrus  Pierce  of  Nantucket,  the  first  principal  of  Lexington,  records  the 
event  in  the  following  manner: 

"Lexington,  July  3d,  I  839 
This  day  the  Normal  School,  the  first  in  the  country,  commenced.  Three  pupils — 
Misses  Hawkins,  Smith,  and  Damon  were  examined  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  and  ad- 
mitted." 

The  next  five  or  ten  years  were  years  of  experiment  and  controversy.  Many  said 
the  cost  was  too  high  or  that  if  teachers  knew  their  subject  matter,  they  could  teach 
easily  enough.  Some  recommended  the  abolition  of  both  the  normal  schools  and  the 
Board  of  Education.  In  spite  of  all  this  opposition,  however,  the  schools  passed  through 
the  original  three-year  probation  period  and  it  was  agreed  to  continue  them  another 
three  years.  Meanwhile  they  were  becoming  more  popular  and  as  more  students  came 
to  them,  the  good  effect  was  felt  throughout  the  state. 

In  the  original  discussion  it  had  been  proposed  that  four  normal  schools  be  estab- 
lished, the  fourth  to  be  at  Salem,  but  because  of  expense,  this  one  was  not  established 
until  1854,  fifteen  years  after  the  establishment  of  the  first.  These  four  were  not 
enough  to  satisfy  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  so  four  more  were  established  at  the 
close  of  the  century:  Fitchburg,  in  1895;  Lowell,  Hyannis,  and  North  Adams  in  1897. 
In  all  the  years  we  have  not  departed  from  the  idea  that  the  normal  schools  are  for 
the  training  of  teachers.  They  are  professional  schools — not  secondary  schools  or  col- 
leges of  liberal  arts. 
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Let  us  now  follow  the  evolution  of  Salem — not  only  because  it  is  of  special  inter- 
est to  us  but  also  because  it  is  typical  of  all  the  normal  schools  in  Massachusetts. 

On  September  14,  1854,  the  Salem  Normal  School  was  opened  in  a  building  on 
the  corner  of  Summer  and  Broad  Streets,  (the  building  now  occupied  by  the  adminis- 
tration office  of  the  school  department).  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Eastern 
Railway  Corporation  contributed  $2,000  to  the  expense  of  this  building.  It  opened 
with  a  principal  and  one  assistant  teacher,  both  of  whom  were  graduates  of  Bridge- 
water.  There  were  seventy-two  students  of  whom  forty-eight  were  graduated.  Then 
followed  a  period  of  steady  development: 

1866 — The  course  was  extended  from  one-and-one-half  to  two  years. 

1870 — The  present  building  was  erected,  the  lower  floor  being  occupied  by  the 
elementary  grades  of  the  practice  school. 

1910 — High  school  graduation  was  first  required  for  entrance.  Up  to  this  time,  be- 
cause of  the  scarcity  and  diversity  of  high  schools  it  had  not  been  possible 
to  insist  upon  this. 

1908 — The  Commercial  Department  was  founded — the  first  in  the  country  to  com- 
bine technical  and  professional  training  of  commercial  teachers. 

1912 — The  present  training  school  was  built,  half  the  cost  being  paid  by  the  city  of 
Salem  and  half  by  the  State. 

Gradually  the  curricula  have  grown  from  a  two-year  to  a  four-year  course  in  all 
departments  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  presented  at  graduation.  Recently 
Junior  High  and  Special  Education  courses  have  been  offered,  bringing  the  old  Salem 
Normal  School  to  its  present  status  under  its  new  name,  State  Teachers  College  at 
Salem. 

Our  pride  in  our  own  state  should  not  allow  us  to  overlook  entirely  the  work  going 
on  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  The  other  New  England  states  were  not  far  behind 
Massachusetts  in  establishing  at  least  one  state  normal  school.  The  remaining  states 
followed  suit:  New  York,  1844;  Michigan,  1849;  and  Illinois,  1857.  Several  other  states 
including  Pennsylvania,  California,  and  Wisconsin  got  along  for  some  time  with  private 
institutions. 

The  development  of  normal  schools  in  the  South  was  somewhat  slower,  partly 
because  of  the  Civil  War,  and  partly  because  many  children  received  their  elemen- 
tary education  in  their  own  homes.  North  Carolina  made  a  preliminary  attempt  to 
establish  a  normal  school  in  1853,  but  did  nothing  further  until  1876.  Other  states  fol- 
lowed her  lead:  Virginia,  1854;  Louisiana,  1884;  Florida,  1887;  South  Carolina,  1895. 
At  the  present  date  the  educational  systems  of  the  South  are  still  far  behind  the  North 
in  many  respects. 

A  directory  published  by  the  United  States  Office  of  Education  in  1936  lists  158 
states  and  municipal  teachers  colleges  besides  some  normal  schools  and  private 
teacher  colleges  bringing  the  number  up  to  almost  400  in  all.  From  the  three  students 
entering  the  first  teachers  college,  the  number  has  grown  to  3000  in  Massachusetts 
and  25,300  in  the  United  States  according  to  figures  for  1930. 

The  course  offered  today  varies  greatly  from  the  course  of  1839.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  it  is  three  or  four  years  in  length.  In  many  states,  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree 
is  presented  on  completion  of  a  four-year  course,  as  is  the  procedure  at  Salem,  for  the 
normal  schools  have  now  become  teachers  colleges.  Some  teachers  colleges  have 
power  to  present  Master's  degrees.  In  many  colleges  summer  courses  or  extension 
courses  are  given,  thus  greatly  extending  the  usefulness  of  these  institutions. 

Thus  in  the  short  space  of  one  hundred  years  the  normal  school  has  experienced 
almost  unbelievable  progress.  Is  this  century  of  progress  going  to  be  followed  by  a 
period  of  decline?  Massachusetts  was  the  pioneer  in  this  movement,  and  she  has  kept 
her  place  as  leader  all  through  this  century  of  development.  Is  she  going  to  sit  back 
now  and  let  some  other  state  take  away  her  laurels?  It  is  for  her  citizens  to  decide. 
Can  they  afford  to  economize  at  the  expense  of  a  priceless  educational  system?

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HAROLD  FRANCIS  PHILLIPS 
An  Appreciation 


In  1923,  Harold  F.  Phillips,  a  young  man  twenty-six  years  of  age,  joined  the  faculty 
of  the  commercial  department  of  the  then  Salem  Normal  School.  Four  years  prior  to 
that  time  he  had  been  graduated  from  Northeastern  University  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Commercial  Science.  After  teaching  for  four  years  at  Salem,  he  received 
the  Master's  degree  from  the  same  university,  in  1927. 

The  efficiency,  ability,  and  energy  of  the  new  instructor  were  not  limited  to  his 
classroom.  His  tremendous  capacity  for  work,  and  his  sincere  interest  in  young  people, 
together  with  his  spirit  of  helpfulness,  led  him  to  assume  cheerfully  the  responsibility  of 
serving  as  faculty  adviser  to  a  variety  of  student  organizations.  For  many  years  prior 
to  the  appointment  of  a  physical  instructor  for  men,  Mr.  Phillips  was  faculty  manager 
of  the  Men's  Athletic  Association,  arranging  schedules,  accompanying  the  teams  on 
trips,  and  providing  for  the  entertainment  of  visiting  teams.  After  the  appointment  of 
a  regular  physical  instructor,  he  remained  as  business  adviser  to  this  group. 

Mr.  Phillips  was  also  adviser  to  the  Literary-Dramatic  Club,  to  the  Commercial 
Council,  to  the  present  Junior  Class  of  the  commercial  department,  and  business  ad- 
viser to  the  CLIPPER.  Unsparing  of  himself  and  of  time,  he  labored  untiringly  to  make 
the  Junior  Prom,  the  Clipper  dance,  and  other  events  successful  both  socially  and 
financially.  At  his  home  in  Marblehead  he  entertained  groups  to  which  he  was  adviser 
at  informal  picnics  and  parties,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Phillips  and  their  two  children,  Barbara 
and  Robert. 

In  addition  to  his  direct  affiliation  with  the  college,  Mr.  Phillips  was  actively  en- 
gaged in  other  organizations.  For  several  years  he  served  as  treasurer  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Teachers  College  Association  and  as  secretary-treasurer  of  the  New 
England  Teachers  College  Athletic  Conference,  positions  which  he  held  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  Interested  in  civic  affairs,  he  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  Marble- 
head  school  board,  and  was  instrumental  in  arousing  public  interest  in  the  building  of 
a  new  high  school.  His  fraternal  affiliations  were  with  the  Masons  and  with  the  Odd 
Fellows. 

Those  seniors  who  served  each  year  on  the  CLIPPER  staff  knew  him  best  for  his 
tireless,  faithful,  and  wholehearted  cooperation  with  them  in  the  production  of  the 
college  Annual.  This  year,  as  in  years  past,  the  CLIPPER  was  edited  under  his  capable 
guidance  as  business  adviser;  therefore  this  CLIPPER  stands  as  a  symbol  of  his  initia- 
tive and  ideas,  for  it  was  his  desire  that  the  theme  of  photography  be  used;  his  too 
was  the  idea  of  using  the  Vari-Typer  with  which  a  large  section  of  the  book  has  been 
printed.  This  machine  is  the  gift  of  the  senior  class  to  the  college,  and  will  long  remain 
as  a  memorial  to  Mr.  Phillips'  progressive  spirit  and  interest  in  adding  to  the  equip- 
ment of  the  college. 

Students  who  had  Mr.  Phillips  in  classes  will  remember  him  not  only  as  an  inspiring 
instructor,  but  also  as  a  true  friend  whose  interest  in  and  association  with  them  did  not 
cease  upon  graduation.  Those  who  were  not  privileged  to  have  him  as  an  instructor 
will  also  always  remember  him  as  a  friend,  because  his  interest  in  the  student  body  did 
not  limit  itself  to  the  class  enrollment  in  the  department  with  which  he  was  associated. 
They  will  always  cherish  his  memory,  believing  that  "life  is  perfected  by  death.''

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HISTORY  OF  THE  COMMERCIAL  CLASS 


September  I  I,  1935  was  a  memorable  day  for  me.  I  truly  believe  that  no  other 
flag  in  the  state  that  day  saw  a  finer  sight  than  the  one  which  met  my  eyes — the  new 
crop  of  freshmen.  Outstanding  among  them  were  the  Commercials,  forty-five  of 
them.  Very  subdued  and  chastened  of  mien,  but  already  displaying  unmistakable 
signs  of  future  greatness,  they  filed  in  to  receive  their  official  welcome  from  President 
Pitman  and  then  gratefully  trailed  after  their  guide  to  their  first  class. 

They  began  at  once  an  amazing  career,  entering  into  the  complicated  business  of 
tracing  the  moon  and  tides,  not  to  mention  keeping  a  weather  eye  open  for  changes  in 
climatic  conditions  and  devouring  avidly  all  the  available  information  on  contour  lines. 
Several  of  them  startled  Miss  Flanders  by  their  unusually  keen  powers  of  perception 
when  they  calmly  asserted  that  they  had  seen  the  new  moon. 

In  the  meantime  how  pleased  and  surprised  they  were  at  the  kindness  and  interest 
shown  in  them  by  the  upperclassmen.  Poor  innocents!  Little  did  they  realize  that  the 
day  of  reckoning  was  at  hand  and  that  they  were  soon  to  be  caught  in  the  toils  of 
initiation.  Being,  as  I  said  before,  quite  remarkable  people,  they  took  this  one  of  many 
obstacles  in  their  stride,  glorying  in  the  oratory  of  Mary  Reagan  on  the  subject  of 
potato  culture  in  Alaska. 

Now  members  of  good  standing  of  the  student  body,  they  proceeded  to  make 
a  mark  for  themselves  in  the  line  of  artistic  endeavor  by  turning  out  masterpieces  in 
the  form  of  Christmas  cards  which  perhaps  were  inspired  by  the  works  of  art  they 
viewed  on  their  visit  to  the  Boston  Museum  with  Miss  McGlynn.  But  design  was  not 
the  only  one  of  the  arts  in  which  they  earned  success.  Elynor  Thompson  proved  that 
the  class  possessed  dramatic  talent  by  being  acclaimed  best  actress  in  the  Dramatic 
Club  tournament. 

But  a  greater  triumph  was  yet  to  come.  Victory  over  the  supercilious  upperclass- 
men in  the  annual  typewriting  contest  confirmed  my  first  judgment  of  their  capabili- 
ties. Rewarding  the  group  for  their  fine  work,  Miss  Badger  entertained  them  at  Salem 
Willows  in  June. 

II 

I  was  delighted  to  welcome  the  group  back  as  sophomores,  after  the  long  lonely 
summer  which  we  flags  spent  packed  away  in  a  box.  Four  members  were  missing,  but 
a  new  one  appeared,  Morris  Cohen,  musician,  mathematician,  tennis  player  EXTRA- 
ORDINAIRE. 

Ignoring  the  old  saying  that  to  forgive  is  divine,  they  avenged  their  sufferings 
of  the  year  before  by  devising  bigger  and  better  tortures  for  the  newest  freshmen. 

I  was  about  to  say  that  they  then  settled  down  to  their  work,  but  that  would  not 
be  strictly  accurate,  for  this  proved  to  be  a  year  of  travel  for  them.  They  first  tried 
their  wings  on  a  sea  voyage.  Oh,  the  joys  of  discovery  and  exploration  aboard  a  trusty 
craft!  Although  I  couldn't  be  with  them,  my  cousin  who  was  the  flag  on  their  boat 
wrote  me  all  about  their  trip.  Boston  Harbor  will  never  see  again  so  intrepid  a  group 
of  sailors.  No  timid  souls  were  they,  but  rugged  individuals,  braving  alike  the  perils  of 
freezing  and  drowning  and  the  vapors  which  arose  from  the  unforgettable  Fish  Pier. 
I  was  really  proud  of  them. 

The  success  of  their  first  venture  so  whetted  their  appetite  for  distant  and  unusual 
places  that  they  set  out  next  on  the  quest  of  farms — real  farms — to  add  to  their 
store  of  knowledge.  As  such  extensive  travels  proved  rather  difficult  for  such  busy 
people,  they  were  forced  to  confine  their  visits  to  factories  and  local  spots  of  interest. 

Louise  Hodge  was  elected  to  the  office  of  class  treasurer,  Bourque  became  vice 
president  of  the  Men's  Glee  Club,  Esther  Saunders  filled  the  office  of  secretary  to  the 
international  Relations  Club,  and  Elynor  Thompson  again  walked  off  with  the  honors 
as  best  actress  in  the  tournament. 

They  were,  in  fact,  blessed  by  unparalleled  success  in  nearly  every  undertaking, 
but  they  soon  proved  the  truth  of  the  old  proverb  that  pride  goeth  before  a  fall.  And 
what  a  fall!  The  Ironclad  proved  a  Nemesis  to  far  too  many  of  the  hitherto  uncon- 
quered. 
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The  year  was  further  saddened  by  the  resignation  of  President  Pitman,  a  loss 
which  was  particularly  realized  at  the  annual  Commercial  banquet  at  which  he  was 
guest  of  honor. 

It  was,  however,  a  busy  and  profitable  year  indeed,  and  it  ended  pleasantly  at 
Canobie  Lake  Park  where  a  few  members  were  initiated  into  the  gentle  art  of  roller- 
skating  and  one — lucky  girl — broke  the  bank  in  the  horse-racing  section. 

Ill 

I  found  it  hard  to  wait  during  the  summer  to  see  the  change  that  vacation  had 
wrought  in  my  favorites.  As  freshmen  they  were  good,  as  sophomores  they  were  better, 
but  as  juniors  they  were  a  joy  to  me  and  to  the  school  as  a  whole.  I  could  not  resist 
the  temptation  to  wave  to  them — in  a  purely  "flagly"  fashion — when  they  returned, 
refreshed  by  the  rest  and  entirely  recovered  from  the  effects  of  their  last  busy  year. 
They  soon  found  themselves  once  again  in  the  throes  of  a  class  election.  When  the 
dust  of  battle  cleared,  Anna  McCarthy  emerged  triumphantly  as  class  president. 

Bourque  had  advanced  to  the  presidency  of  the  Glee  Club,  while  Miss  Thompson 
filled  the  same  position  for  the  Dramatic  Club.  Some  members  were  capable  enough 
to  have  more  than  one  office.  Consider  Janet  Crocker  for  instance,  who  was  president 
of  the  Tri  Mu  and  secretary  of  the  Dramatic  Club  at  the  same  time. 

The  habit  of  travel  formed  in  the  year  before,  persisted  and  led  to  a  visit  to  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank,  presumably  to  learn  the  ins  and  outs  of  the  system.  Then,  dazed 
by  the  sight  of  tons  of  money  flowing  by  and  piled  like  firewood,  they  followed  Mr. 
Phillips  to  the  office  of  the  BOSTON  HERALD  to  see  a  newspaper  in  the  raw.  Here 
Johnny  Quinn,  editor  of  the  LOG,  was  in  his  element.  Though  the  smell  of  printer's 
ink  revived  Quinn,  it  had  little  or  no  effect  on  the  other  members  of  the  class  who, 
exhausted  by  their  day  of  walking  an  estimated  57 1/2  miles,  limped  homeward  to  lay 
plans  for  the  big  exhibit  of  office  machines  sponsored  here  in  the  hall  by  the  Com- 
mercial council. 

This  year,  as  before,  they  did  not  neglect  the  fine  arts  for  their  more  mundane 
work.  Helen  Veara  and  Harry  Thelen  shone  as  the  romantic  leads  in  the  operetta. 

In  the  field  of  sports  Morris  Cohen  lived  up  to  his  reputation  by  winning  the 
singles  title  and  in  pictorial  art  Irene  Plasewicz  was  a  prizewinner  in  the  W.A.A.  camera 
contest. 

Scholastic  success  was  theirs  also  —  six  members  on  the  President's  List. 
They  had  enjoyed  their  class  day  picnic  at  Canobie  Lake  so  much  the  year  before, 
that  they  repeated  the  trip.  |y 

How  different  my  proteges  appeared  when  they  came  into  the  chapel  hall  on  the 
first  day  of  their  last  year  here  with  me.  The  loss  of  two  more  of  their  members  was 
partially  decreased  by  the  addition  of  Elizabeth  Sweeney,  our  special  student. 

They  went  strongly  literary  for  a  while.  The  LOG  took  Janet  Crocker  for  editor, 
Frances  Hiltz  for  business  manager,  and  John  Quinn  as  technical  adviser.  The  CLIP- 
PER, too,  drew  heavily  on  them  for  its  staff  with  Louise  Hodge,  associate  editor, 
Harry  Thelen,  assistant  editor,  Ann  Hernon  and  Ellsworth  Bourque  advertising  mana- 
gers, Jimmy  Zmudsky  photography  editor  and  Janet  Parker  business  manager. 

The  men  finally  gave  the  long-promised  and  much-postponed  toboggan  party  at 
Mr.  Phillips's.  They  displayed  an  amazing  and  quite  unexpected  skill  in  cooking  and 
housekeeping  that  is  worthy  of  commendation. 

Practice  on  the  freshmen  had  convinced  them  for  the  most  part  that  teaching 
was  easy — why,  it  came  naturally  with  no  trouble  at  all.  Nevertheless,  as  the  time  for 
training  approached,  this  confidence  waned  slowly  but  surely.  Some  of  the  less  cour- 
ageous individuals  apparently  aged  ten  years  in  as  many  weeks.  But  when  the  training 
period  was  over — what  a  change  in  their  attitudes!  With  confidence  and  self-esteem 
restored,  they  plunged  actively  into  the  midst  of  exams  and  graduation  preparations. 

Their  four-year  stay  with  me  ended  with  the  traditional  graduation  and  reception 
where  I  was  to  see  them  for  the  last  time.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  CLASS  AS  TOLD  BY 
AN  UNKNOWN  MEMBER 


At  my  birth  in  September,  1935,  my  mother  after  her  custom  promptly  chris- 
tened me  39-9.  Being  a  well-educated  mouse  and  loyal  to  her  Alma  Mater,  she  let 
college  spirit  enter  all  her  life,  even  to  the  naming  of  her  children.  I  was  christened 
39-9  because  I  was  born  when  the  class  of  1939  started  their  education  at  Salem. 
The  9  indicated  I  was  the  ninth  mouse  of  the  litter.  Although  to  some  individuals  my 
mother's  system  might  seem  rather  peculiar  it  was  very  convenient,  because  as  you 
know,  all  good  mouse  families  are  large  and  names — appropriate  names,  that  is — 
relatively  scarce.  Then,  too,  it  gave  each  of  us  children  a  special  interest  in  life.  Of 
course  we  each  became  interested  in  the  particular  class  whose  name  we  bore.  I  was 
most  interested  in  the  Elementary  division  of  the  class  of  '39,  and  really  became  one  of 
its  members,  although  this  fact  was  not  generally  known  among  my  classmates. 

The  first  day  of  my  life  as  a  student  was  very  confusing.  After  the  comparative 
quiet  of  the  previous  ten  days  of  my  existence,  all  the  noise  and  running  to  and  fro 
frightened  me.  Everyone  seemed  to  be  asking  such  questions  as:  "Do  you  know  Anna 
Lane?  She's  my  senior  sister  and  I  can't  find  her."  or  "Where's  the  office?"  This  sort  of 
thing  went  on  for  some  time,  until  finally  a  bell  rang.  Everyone  hastened  into  the  hall 
and  sat  down.  I  suffered  one  more  moment  of  panic  when  suddenly,  with  no  warning, 
they  all  stood  up.  The  squeaking  of  those  chairs  was  worse  than  any  mouse  fight  that 
I  ever  heard. 

One  morning  I  was  puzzled  to  see  all  my  classmates  wearing  large  hair  ribbons 
and  bibs  and  carrying  their  books  in  huge  paper  bags.  Before  the  week  was  out,  I 
discovered  that  these  strange  proceedings  were  all  a  part  of  "initiation".  To  climax 
this  week  of  unusual  events,  a  solemn  court  was  held  and  sentence  passed  on  each  of 
the  victims.  Such  penalties  as:  "Roll  a  peanut  across  the  floor  with  your  nose,"  "Sit  on 
a  keg  of  dynamite,"  (inflated  balloons)  or  "Go  into  the  torture  chamber;"  were  only 
a  few  to  which  my  friends  had  to  comply.  Although  the  girls  laughingly  complained  of 
the  things  they  had  to  do,  I  think  they  really  enjoyed  them — especially  wearing  the 
hair  ribbons.  To  compensate  for  these  indignities  they  were  all  given  cider  and  dough- 
nuts. We  mice  ate  ours  when  everyone  had  gone!  I  am  SO  glad  we're  college  mice 
rather  than  church  mice — they  never  have  any  parties. 

Following  this  period  of  welcoming  activities,  the  class  of  '39  settled  down  to 
serious  study.  How  serious  it  was,  can  only  be  known  by  one  who  caw  the  trembling 
in  biology,  when  each  girl  clasped  wet  palms  together  and  hoped  she  wouldn't  be 
called  upon  to  give  the  life  history  of  the  fern  or  the  earthworm;  or  saw  the  cloud  of 
despair  pass  over  their  faces  in  geography  when  a  card  was  drawn  from  the  pack 
in  the  instructor's  hand  and  the  victim  whose  name  it  bore  was  told  to  state  where  a 
little  boy  lived,  merely  by  looking  at  the  length  of  his  shadow  on  a  picture.  It  was  at 
such  times  as  these  that  I  was  most  thankful  to  be  a  mouse,  getting  my  education 
through  observation  rather  than  through  participation. 

It  was  not  all  study,  however,  for  the  W.A.A.  banquet,  the  Council  Dance,  and 
several  other  activities  broke  into  the  program  of  study  before  the  first  year  closed. 

After  a  long  summer  vacation,  which  we  of  the  mouse  family  spent  camping, 
college  life  finally  began  again.  This  time  my  classmates  showed  no  sign  of  bewilder- 
ment on  the  opening  day  of  school.  Their  questions  were  of  a  different  kind  and  issued 
in  a  far  different  tone  of  voice  from  that  of  the  preceding  year.  "Hi,  Marge.  Have  a 
nice  vacation?"  "Let's  go  see  our  program."  Everyone  seemed  glad  to  be  back.  To 
be  sure,  momentary  sadness  was  caused  by  the  fact  that  some  girls  had  not  returned, 
also  that  the  two  classes  had  been  mixed  separating  friends  from  friends.  The  six  male 
members  of  the  class  had  transferred  to  the  Junior  High  division,  leaving  the  Elemen- 
tary composed  entirely  of  girls.  Other  than  that,  the  class  was  much  as  it  had  always 
been. 

Quite  often  during  that  fall  I  missed  the  class  for  several  hours  at  a  time.  It  was 
not  until  several  weeks  had  passed  that  I  discovered  they  were  going  down  to  Forest 
River  Park  to  sketch  log  cabins  or  trees  or  sailboats. 

It  was  during  this  second  year  that  they  got  their  first  experience  at  teaching 
through  teaching  music  lessons  to  their  own  classmates.  It  was  really  amusing  to  see 
how  like  little  girls  those  sophomores  acted  playing  school  as  they  pretended  to  learn 
with  great  difficulty  a  song  which  they  already  knew. 
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This  year  closed  with  a  note  of  sadness,  for  Dr.  Pitman,  president  of  the  College 
for  so  many  years,  retired.  Although  we  had  known  him  only  two  years  we  had  grown 
to  feel  a  certain  affection  toward  him.  I  saw  more  than  one  hand  surreptitiously  wipe 
away  tears  that  WOULD  come  during  his  speech  at  his  testimonial  banquet.  I  call  it 
simply  heroic  the  way  both  Dr.  Pitman  and  Mr.  Patrick  Sullivan  autographed  programs 
and  shook  hands  that  evening. 

The  third  year  opened  under  Mr.  Sullivan,  the  new  president,  whom  everyone 
immediately  liked.  It  proved  to  be  a  very  eventful  year.  Although  by  this  time  I  was 
well  grown  up  and  mother  of  a  fine  family  of  mice,  I  did  not  lose  interest  in  my  class- 
mates. 

I  noticed  that  one  division  of  the  class  was  very  small — in  fact,  only  about  half 
as  large  as  the  other  division.  I  was  somewhat  worried  as  to  what  had  happened  to 
them,  until  I  overheard  some  conversation  to  the  effect  that  they  were  in  training. 
During  this  time  I  saw  them  only  occasionally,  at  lunch  time.  I  would  have  followed 
them  into  the  training  school  if  it  hadn't  been  for  my  family.  A  mother  of  fourteen 
young  mice  hasn't  much  time  to  go  gadding  about,  you  know. 

This  year  economics  and  English  research  papers  seemed  to  be  current  topics  of 
conversation  and  study.  For  a  few  days  there  was  also  quite  a  lot  of  talk  about  "season 
Pictures"  in  the  art  room.  I  ventured  upstairs  to  see  for  myself  and  found  the  room 
a  veritable  beehive  of  girls  in  aprons  and  smocks,  each  with  a  can  of  paint  in  one  hand 
and  a  brush  in  the  other.  On  the  walls  were  four  paintings  which  I  proudly  called 
masterpieces. 

It  was  some  time  later  that  another  orgy  of  painting  occurred.  This  time  it  was 
life  size  paintings  of  dwarfs,  little  animals  and  a  beautiful  girl  called  Snow  White. 
These  and  the  handmade  forsythia  bushes  were  all  a  part  of  the  decorations  for  the 
Junior  Prom.  My  youngest  son  Tommy  Mouse  came  in  one  night  squeaking  something 
about  a  frightful  old  witch.  Upon  investigation  I  found  this  also  to  be  a  part  of  the 
decorations.  Poor  Tommy!  All  the  students  enjoyed  the  dance  but  none  realized  how 
they  had  frightened  my  child. 

At  the  graduation  many  of  the  Elementaries  had  the  honor  of  being  members 
of  the  daisy  chain  and  laurel  chain,  a  fine  ending  for  the  year.  After  a  day's  outing 
at  Canobie  Lake  and  a  week  at  Hampton  Beach  (which,  of  course,  being  a  mouse,  I 
couldn't  attend)  they  again  parted  for  the  summer. 

The  senior  year  began  with  a  new  feeling  of  dignity  among  the  Elementaries  of 
'39,  and  new  freshmen  sisters  and  a  splendid  program.  The  feeling  of  dignity  existed 
only  spasmodically,  however,  and  the  splendid  program  ceased  to  exist  at  all  after 
a  series  of  alterations  had  taken  place.  Half  the  group  started  the  year  in  the  training 
school,  and  when  they  returned,  their  places  were  taken  by  the  other  half. 

I  was  getting  rather  aged  for  a  mouse  by  this  time,  so  I  did  not  get  around  as 
much  as  I  had  in  my  youth;  nevertheless,  I  managed  to  get  down  to  the  freshmen 
initiation  banquet.  Although  the  Mother  Goose  table  which  my  classmates  had  ar- 
ranged in  their  Junior  year  wasn't  considered  worthy  of  a  prize  their  senior  attempt 
was  accorded  first  place.  Dressed  in  impressive  dark  coats  and  wh'te  shirts  they  took 
their  seats  as  "Alexander's  Rag  Time  Band."  When 

"Freshies,  Oh  Freshies, 
Green  and  yellow  Freshies" 
burst  forth  from  their  toy  band  the  crowd  roared. 

The  highlight  of  mid-winter  was  the  geography  exhibit  put  on  in  conjunction  with 
Junior  High  Juniors.  I  heard  several  people  say  they  didn't  see  where  so  many  things 
from  foreign  lands  could  be  obtained.  We  mice  rather  enjoyed  it  because  such  nice 
things  as  peanuts  and  bread  were  left  on  display  and  we  had  several  little  midnight 
lunches. 

With  math,  science,  history  and  jitterbug  dancing  this  year  has  progressed  much 
as  previous  years.  Perhaps  the  friends  are  a  little  closer  than  formerly,  and  perhaps 
"When  we  are  really  teaching  ..."  is  heard  a  little  more  often,  but  none  of  them 
seems  to  realize  how  very  soon  that  will  be. 

I  myself  am  getting  too  old  to  continue  this  tale.  It  is  as  long  as  any  mouse's  tale 
should  be,  anyway.  The  graduation  affairs  of  this  class  will  no  doubt  be  the  same  as 
those  of  any  other  class,  so  why  write  them?  I  hope  to  be  able  to  attend  them,  but 
I  fear  I  am  getting  too  old  to  record  them.  After  all,  three-and-a-half  years  is  a  ripe 
old  age  for  a  mouse — even  an  educated  one.

The  Spirit,  in  reminiscence  with  you  readers,  dwells  smilingly  upon  memories  of 
individuals  and  situations  which  have  made  history  at  S.  T.  C.  For  example,  the  young 
lady  who  gained  renown  because  of  her  enthusiastic  hip  movement;  another,  who 
scandalized  conservative  members  of  the  faculty  with  her  brave  attempt  at  strict 
realism  in  literary  efforts;  also  the  group  which  established  the  largest  percentage 
(25%)  of  any  class  to  make  the  President's  List  —  all  these  history-making  accomplish- 
ments will  be  held  near  and  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  members  of  the  Special  Education 
Course. 

The  arrival  of  the  practice-teaching  period  was  heralded  by  the  entire  top  floor 
of  the  college;  sighs  of  relief  drifted  from  classrooms,  instructors  and  Pete  at  the 
welcome  tranquility  and  comparative  silence  which  reigned  unbroken  by  shrieks  or 
pounding  by  the  Special  Ed.  fanatics.

The  officers  of  the  Commercial  Council  are  elected  from 
the  class  representatives. 

The  Candy  Counter  is  operated  by  the  Commercial  Council.  The 
buying  and  selling  as  well  as  the  bookkeeping  are  done  by  the  members 
of  the  Council.  What  does  the  Club  do  with  the  profits?  The  Council 
keeps  a  modest  share  of  the  profits  for  operating  the  Candy  Counter. 
The  balance  is  used  to  pay  each  club's  Yearbook  assessments  of  $10, 
thus  helping  to  defray  the  publication  expense  and  reducing  the  cost 
of  the  Yearbook  to  all  individual  subscribers. 

The  Commercial  Council  is  a  growing  organization.  In  addition  to 
maintaining  its  traditions  and  ideals,  it  hopes  to  expand  its  program  con- 
stantly thus  making  it  a  more  efficient  body  better  able  to  exemplify 
the  aims  of  our  College. 

The  most  regrettable  incident  during  the  past  year  was  the  death 
of  Mr.  Harold  F.  Phillips  who  had  given  graciously  of  his  time  and  ener- 
gies as  a  faculty  adviser  to  the  Commercial  Council  since  its  reorganiza- 
tion.

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MATHEMATICS  CLUB 


The  year  1 938- 1 939  has  been  one  of  successful  experimentation  in  the 
use  of  games  and  instruments  in  the  teaching  of  mathematics. 

The  club  considered  the  mathematics  facts  that  are  taught  in  such 
games  as  bean  bags,  ring  toss,  lotto,  and  cribbage  and  learned  how  to 
make  these  games  from  inexpensive  materials.
